An investigation into an air glid­

CINCINNATI, Nov. I —(U P)— 
Judge Charles S. Bell today over­ 
ruled a defense motion for a di­ 
rected verdict of acquittal in the 
trial of Anna Marie Hahn, 31, ac­ 
cused of the murder of 78-year-old 
Jacob Wagner.
